DODGING DANGER. 


THE “TIMES” OPPOSES PARNELL’S MOTION 
FOR A COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY. 


The Liberals to Press the Maticr in Case of 
Deteat—A New View of Home Rule by 
the Irish Leader—Mr. Rhodes“ Liberal 
Contribution to the Nationalist Cause— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 10.—The Times to-day strongly 
urges the Government to refuse to grant the 
Committee of Inquiry, asked by Parnell, as it 
did last year when a similar motion was made. 
By the terms of the motion Parnell proposes 
that the committee have full power to ex- 
amine witnesses and demand the production 
of books and papers. Suchan inguiry would 
strictly confine the investigation tothe au- 
thenticity of the criminating letters, and the 
conductors ofthe Times would be imprisoned 
until they disclosed where and how they were 
obtained. In a court of law, there 
would be practically no limit to irrele- 
vant questions which might be raised. 
If Parnell’s motion is rejected, as it is almost 
certain to be, the mattter will be raised again 
by the Liberal members on the vote eof the 
Attorney General’s salary. Their view isthat 
after the grave charges made against a mem- 
ber of the House by the highest law officer of 
the Crown, the Government is bound either 
to move the expuision of the incriminated 
person or allow him the opportunity which he 
seeks of exculpating himself. Parnell's letter 
to Rhodes, the South African colonist, who has 
just contributed $50,000 in furtherance of the 
Nationalist cause, will greatly strengthen 
Gladstone’s hands. For the first time Parnell 
specifically advocated the retention of the Irish 
members in the Imperial Parliament. Their 
proposed exclusion under Gladstone’s home 
rule bill, undoubtedly gave plausibility to the 
ery about separation, which Gladstone stig- 
matized asthe mere cant of vulgar criticism. 
Parnell at thattime remained neutral, partiy 
because he did not wish to embarrass Glad- 
stone’s government, and partly because many 
of his supporters still cherished sentiments of 
flerce hostility towards England. All this 18 
altered now, and Parnell is of opinion that 
the Irish representation should remain abso- 
lutely unchangea. The probability, however, 
is that Gladstone will propose to reduce con- 
siderably the number of Irish members. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH PARNELL. 

Parnell, in an interview had with a member 
of the prese yesterday, expressed the opinion 
that at the next election Gladstone would 
have 120 majority. This isa moderate esti- 
mate. Sanguine Gladstonians place the figure 
as high as 160. Parnell gave an interesting ac- 
countof Mr. Rhodes. He is not an Irishman, 
but an Englishman, who emigrated to South 
Africa when young with little capital save 
brains. Now he isthe chief proprietor of the 
great diamond mine at Kimberley, from which 
he derives a revenue of about $200,000 yearly. 
Some years ago he returned to England for a 
time and took a high degree at Oxford. Par- 
nell thinks that the home rule question will 
result in imperial federation and declares 
that if Gladstone had proposed toretain the 
Irish members in his home-rule bill, this 
would have met more vehement opposition 


than their exclusion. Even now he thinks it 


probabie the Lords will object to pass such a 
billif Irish members are retained at West- 
minster, because benceforth the Irish mem- 
bers will forma permanent wing of the Lib- 
eral party.

PARNELL ON HOME RULE. 

LONDON, July 10.—In an interview Mr. Par- 
nell said he believed that the home-rule 
movement would result in the establishment 
of an Imperial Parliament, in which England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Wales and the Colonies 
would be represented. Each country would 
have aseparate legisiature to manage its local 
affairs. The Imperial Parliament, he thought, 
would supplant the House of Lords. Mr. 
Parnell said he also believed that the next 
general election would result in the return to 
the House of Commons of a majority of 120 
Gladstonians.

EMPEROR FREDERICK’S DOCTORS. 

BERLIN, July 10.—Dr. Gerhardt, acting 
under the instructions of other German 
doctors who attended the late Emperor 
Frederick, has drawn up a report stat- 
ing that early in 1887 the German physicians 
pronounced the disease from which he was 
suffering to be of a cancerous nature. 
They decided to open the larynx and 
preparations were made to perform the opera- 
tion on Mav 20, when Dr. Mac- 
kenzie saw Emperor Frederick and de- 
clared that the disease was not 
cancer aud opposed an operation. 
Dr. Mackenzie removed a portion of the 
growtb, which Prof. Virchow examined, but 
there was no proof that the piece was 
taken from the actually affected part. Dr. 
Gerhardt examined the Emperor’s throat after 
the piece had been removed and accused Dr, 
Mackenzie of removing a piece from the 
unaffected part of the throat instead 
of from the diseased part. Dr. Mackenzie re- 
plied that it was possible he had done 80. 
The German doctors protested against Dr. 
Mackenzie’s treatment througbout. Prof. 
Von Bergmann corroborates Dr. Gerbardt’'s 
statements, and gives the reasons why he lost 
coufidence in Dr. Mackenzie.

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THE RUNAWAY COUPLE 


THEY MANIFEST A DECIDED UNWILLING- 
NESS TO RETURN TO ST. LOUIS. 


Having Legal Talent They Will 
Resist the Officer’s Efforts to Have Them 
Extradited—Habeas Corpus Proceed- 
ings in the Court at Topeka—Tearful 
Scene Between Mrs. Norton and Mrs, 
Caswell—The Erring Wife Positively 
Declares That She Will Not Come Back— 
An Interview With Mrs. Norton.

Toreka, Kan., July 10.—Henry W. Moore 
and Mrs. Norton passed the night very com- 
fortanly in room 41, on the second floor of the 
Copeland. The door was slightly ajar all 
night and Officer Nichols remained on duty 
keeping close “watch of the prisoners. They 
arose about 7 o’clock having slept several 
hours. Breakfast was ordered to be brought 
to their room, and, in company with the off 
cer, both Moore and Mrs. Norton ate very 
heartily. 

It is the first time I took meals with a 
policeman,’’ said Moore, ‘‘but I relished it 
all the same. 

During the absence of Moore with the officer 
this morning Mrs. Norton, while under guard 
of another officer, talked to your correspon- 
dent more freely of her relations with John W. 
Norton than she has at any time yet. 

MRS. NORTON’S STATEMENT. 

„would never have left St. Louis with 
Mr. Moore, said she, had my husband 
not threatened to take my life. When I 
went to my home on Friday they told me that 
Norton would kill me, and it was in fear of 
my life that I left. No other woman but my- 
gelt could have lived with him ten years and 
I fairly worshipped him, but his treatment of 
me was that of a brute. He cursed me, he 
beat me and dragged me about like adog and 
yet I lived with him because I loved him and 
because I thought his heart would change. 
I don’t believe there is 4 man 
in St. Louls who has the unbearable 
and uncontrollable temper that Norton has. 
At times he is like a mad man. He never had 
cause to think of meas other than a loving 
and dutiful wife, for I was most devoted to 
him every day of my life. When he 
was sick I never left his bedside 
but watched him day after day and night 
after night, until I was almost wasted 
away.

He talks pleasantly with these who ap- 
proach him, but is not very cheerful in 
spirits. He refuses to talk about any phase of 
the escapade. When questioned about their 
future plans he refers invariably to his attor-

HOW THEY FLED. 


The Driver of the Surrey Gives Full Particu- 
lars of the Elopement. 


Ed Dunn gave this morning the full particu- 
lars of the flight of Moore and Mrs. Norton on 
Friday night, and they are here printed for the 
rst time. I greatly regret my connection 
with the elopement, but I will tell you the 
whole story. You know how I was drawn into 
it, being a witness of the attempt of Norton to 
kill Moore. I took Norton's revolver away 


and within fifteen minutes I 
out the cartridges, 
I have it yet and will return it to Norton when 
he asks for it. When I took Norton’s do 
home 1 refused to give the gun up because 
was afraid there would be trouble. On Friday 
moraingI got a note from Thornton asking 
me to go to Norton’s house and get a change 
of linen for Mrs. Norton. He did not tell 
me where she was, but I went to the 
house and got the linen from Mrs. Ramsey. I 
brought it to the 3 * Theater and gave it 
to Thornton at about I 0’clock. He got into 
a cab and took it out to her. About Zo clock 
came to me with a note to Mrs. 
Ramsey from Mrs. Norton. The note sald 
‘please give to Eddie my traveling bag, 
traveling dress,’ and some otner things I 
can’t remember. The note also told Mrs. 
Ramsey 1 would bring herto Mrs. Norton. 
Thornton said she was at Moore’s house 
I want out to Norton’s, delivered the 
note, Mrs. 1 the things together and 
went with me to oore’s house, where she 
had an interview with Mrs. Norton in the par- 
lor. Friday night Mrs. Ramsey came to me at 
the box office in Uhrig’s Cave and told me 
Norton was sick in bed. He hadsentfora 
carriage to go out riding, but was too unwell, 
and sent it away. About half-past 
nine o'clock Thornton came to me 
and asked me to get a surrey with lamps for 
Moore who wanted to take Mrs. Norton out to 
Forest Park fora breath of fresh air. I said I 
would get it for them and so when I had 
finished counting up—about 9:30 o’clock—I 
went to Marshall’s stable on Olive street, 
west of Jefferson avenue, got the surrey and

drove around to Moore’s house. Moore 
and Mrs. Norton came out with 
satchels. That was the firet I knew 


of their intention to leave, but I thought Mrs. 
Norton was going somewhere to be out of 
reach of harm from her husband. Moore 
asked me when we got out to Forest 
Park if I knew where the St. Charles Rock 
road was. I told him no and hesaid ‘You 
drive as I direct.’ We drove over Union 
avenue to the St. Charles road and then out. 
I asked Moore where he was going. He said 
‘To St. Charles.“ 

** *T can’t stay out all night, my folks will be 
crying murder if I don’t get back.’ I said: 
‘Why didn’t you tell me?’ 

** *Didn’t Thornton tell 

Thornton had only tol 
go out fora breath of fresh air. There's no 
use — ne now,’ said Moore, Thorn 
ton should have told you, though.’ I thought 
if I was in it that far I might as well 
go on, and so on we went. When we were 
about eight miles from St. Charles Moore 
asked a man we saw on the road if the ferry 
was running at night. The man said ‘no,’ 
and told us there was no hotel at the river. 
We asked if there was any place in the neigh- 
borhood where we could 
night. He said if we 
about a quarter of a mile we could find 
a road that went to Bridgeton. There was a 
hotel there. We turned back and drove about 
four miles before we got to Bridgeton. One of 
the lamps went out on the way and the road 
was pitch dark. At Bridgeton we found the 
hotel had been burned down and we couldn't 
find any place where they would tuke us in. 
People seemed to think we were bank robbers 
or something ofthatsort. We got a negro to 
‘hpntus up a place, and he found a saloon 
keeper who would take us into his house. 
Moore and Mrs. Norton had a room and I had 
acot in the hall. I slept a little with my 
clothes on, but ree was strange and the 
mosquitos were bad, so I was up at 4o’clock. 
I was tramping up and down the road when 
Moore came out and said, ‘Good morning.’ 

**Both he and Mrs. Norton were in very good 
humor both at night and morning. They were 
not at all nervous. They didn’t talk about 
Mrs. Moore on the trip out 1 the night at 
all but Mrs. Norton asked me ifI had heard 
anything about Johnny. Itold her what Mrs. 
Ramsey had said about his being cick and 
they said Why, it we had known that we 
could have taken the train.’ That occurred 
when we were near Forest Park and it was 
thut remark that lead me to ask where they 
were going and I heard for the first time that 
we were bound for St. Charles. 

At about 7 o’clock Saturday morning, after 
breakfast, we set out from Bridgston and 
crossed the river at St Charles about 8 o’clock. 
The only other passenger in the ferry was a 
man with a buggy. We drove to the depot and 
there Mrs. Norton wrote the note on Wabash 
Western paper to Mrs. Ramsey which she gave 
tome. It wasn’t sealed very weil, and while 
Iwason my way home I got nervous about 
the part I had taken in the matter and opened 
the letter. [saw my name in it and I resolved 
I wouldn't deliver it but after holding it 
twenty-four hours I sent for Mrs. Ramsey and

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PLEAS FOR CLEMENCY. 


MAXWELL’S ATTORNEYS BEFORE THE GOV 
ERNOR IN BEHALF OF THEIR CLIENT. 


Lawyer Martin Reads the Long List of 
Names Attached to the Petitions for a 
Cemmutation of Sentence—The Petition 
of the Trial Jury—Gov. Morehouse 
Wearied By the Attorney’s Reading ana 
Argument—A Belief that the ‘Little 
Chloroformer” Will be Granted a Re- 
prieve.

JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., July 10.—Maxwell’s 
attorneys were busy all day yesterday exa- 
mining and arranging the letters, petitions 
and remonstrances addressed to Goy. More- 
house bearing upon the application for a com- 
mutation of his sentence. These were quite 
numerous, careful count showing 
over 500 names of persons who, 
for various, reasons, urge the Governor 
to exercise clemency, and less than ninety 
who urge bim not to interfere with the sen- 
tence. These are all additional to the more 
than three thousand persons who, by letter or 
a general petition, constitute the lists 
brought here by Attorneys Martin and Faunt- 
leroy. Indeed, the pressure now brought to 
bear upon the Governor in favor of clemency 
is extraordinarily powerful. This pressure 
comes chiefly from men who move in the 
best ranks of society, embracing much of the 
finest legal talent of the State, prominent 
clergymen, business men of all lines, 
alarge representation of State and county 
officials, judges of courts and men in every 
walk and vocation of life. The reasons as- 
signed are varied, some basing their requests 
for clemency upon one point, and some upon 
another, while many suggest several reasons 
for 


EXECUTIVE INTERFERENCE. 

At 9 o'clock this morning John I. Martin be-

Mr. Martin devoted about two hours to read- 
ing these several. lists. Quite a number of 

ersons were present, the most of whom man- 
tested a desire to have the further reading 
dispensed with and the argument of Mr. Mar- 
tin at once entered upon, but the attorney did 
not view matters in that light—he had come to 
lay the whole matter before the Governor. 
He was, therefore, not so economical with his 
time; every name on these petitions must go 
before the Governor; he must know who 
they are that are on these petitions to His 
Excellency tu stand between Maxwell and the 
halter.

Another juror who, it is averred, was not 
among the signers, ie J. F. Seurs, as be is very 
bitter against Maxwell, and thinks he deserves 
hanging.

Orrick Bishop, states that if the Governor 
commutes Maxwell’s sentence, or even grants 
him a stay of execution, the State will ask 
that the same action be taken in Landgraf’s 
case. Maxwell himself continues to pass bis 
time very quietly. He is not doing any talk- 
ing to —— 78 but otherwise acts as usual. 
His reticence is due to his attorneys’ Iinstruc- 
tions that he should refrain from saying any- 
thing until the Governor had acted in the 
case.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Central Traffic Association Issues a Cir- 
cular With Recommendations. 


CHICAGO, III., July 10.—The Freight Commit- 
tee of the Central Traffic Association has 
agreed upon the following rec endations 
to be submitted tothe managers: Thatit would 
be advisable to postpone the consideration of 
relations with Western roads until peace has 
been restored, andthat in the meantime the 
existing agreement be observed; that rates on 
pig iron and articles of iron be the same in 
both directions; that weights by public ele- 
vators recognized by boards of trade be ac- 
cepted on grain when promptly certified to; 
that rates to Lower Mississippi River points 
should be established as follows: From De- 
troit to Toledo, Sandusky and Oleveland to be 
the same as established from Chicago, and the 
intermédiate interior points in Obio and East- 
ern Indiana to be at not less than the estab- 


lished rates from Cincinnati; that rates from 
Pittsburg, Wheeling, etc., be agreed upon, 
and if found that the combination of rates via 
Baltimore makes less than established rates 
from Cincinnati, the matter be taken up with 
the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohfo and 
rates adjusted onaproper basis, but in no 
case be less than from Cincinnati. 

It also recommends that no change be made 
in the present differential from Milwaukee via 
Ludington and Grand Haven; that rates from 
points west of Buffalo, Pittsburg and Sala- 
manca and Boston, when based on less than 
100 per cent of Chicago, should be scaled down 
to the percentage basis of the Chicago and 
Boston rates; that billing in transit arrange- 
ments should be continued on a minimum 
basis of I½ cents per 100 pounds higher than 
the rates on grain rom original points of 
shipmentto agreed destination of product; 
that the milling in transit privileges be ex- 
tended to wheat, corn and oats oy.

CHAIRMAN HOGE OF THE GRIEVANCE COM- 
MITTEE ARRESTED TO-DAY. 


Charles Thomas, Alias Murphy, Also Ar- 
re:ted—The Strikers Greatly Excited Over 
This Morning’s Deveiopments—Hoge and 
Murphy Taken Before a Justice and Re- 
leased on Bail—C., B. & Q. Brakemen at 
Kansas City on a Strike. 


CuicaGo, III., July 10.—Ohairman Hoge had 
nothing to say regarding the arrest of Engi- 
neer Gooding lust evening exoert to reiter- 
ate his former statement that wie Brother- 
hood would protect no guilty man. 

‘*‘What is there to your alleged statement 
that there may be a general strike all over 
the country?’’ asked the reporter. 

»I meant nothing further than that if the 
‘Q’ road should arrest some of the Brother- 
hood leaders there would be a complete 
cessation of work. If Arthur had deen ar- 
rested when that subject was agitated it 


would have stopped every wheel in the coun- 
try. I think it would be the same if I should 
be arrested. They have gone no further 
among our officers than Bauereisen, and 
that’s far enough.“ 

Chairman Hoge of the Grievance Committee 
ofthe Brotherhood of Engineers and Ohair- 
man Murphy, cecupying the same position in 
the Firemen’s Brotherhood were arrested at 
their rooms in the National Hotel this morn- 
ing. The prisoners were taken completely by 
surprise. Both men were taken to the po- 
lice headqubrters and locked up. The two 
chiefs were charged with conspiracy. The 
much-talked-of circularin which Hoge is al- 
leged to have requested Brotherhood men 
to hire themselves secretly to the 
„9 road and then disable the engines, 
is said to be the basis of the charge ulust 
Hoge. Chairman Murphy is charged with be- 
ing an accomplice. General Manager Stone 
swore out the warrants last night and they 
were given to the officers to be served early 
this morning. 

Attorney Collier of the '' road said this 
morning that the prisoners would be arraigned 
before a justice anda continuance taken, as 
the company was not yet ready to push its 
case. e asserted, however, that the evi- 
dence in the possession of the company was 
conclusive. 

HOGE AXD MURPHY BAILED. 

Hoge and Murphy were taken before Justice 
R. H. White, but asked for a change of 
venue. Upon the prisoners being brought 
to Justice Lyon, the railroad attorney de- 
manded a continuance. The Justice was 
about to fix bail at $1,000 apiece, when the 
company’s lawyers protested, and after 
some parley the amount was increased to 
$1,600 for each of the men. Bonds were 
pene furnished, dnd Messrs. Hoge and 

urphy released until Saturday. Unlike 
the other strikers arrested they are 
arraigned State, not Federal, 
statutes. Their arrest was made 
under the recently enacted Merritt 
conspiracy law. If convicted the penalty is a 
term at hard laborin the penitentiary. Two 
other names were on the list with Hoge and 
— 4 for arrest— John J. Kelly and John H. 
MecGillivary. A midnight consultation of the 
company led to the arrests. Two or three de- 
tectives, Manager Stone, Freight Agent Paul 
Morton and Attorney Collier were working all 
night on the evidence against the alleged con- 
spirators, and it was not until at an early hour 
this morning that they decided to arrest Hoge 
and Murphy. Then the little pate broke up, 
the warrants were procured and the officials 
retired forafew hours of rest. Then they 
arose to watch the result of their work. 

„Well, we landed our men, said Paul Mor- 
ton to a reporter soon after the announcement 
of the arrests were made. 

What do these arrests signify?’’ 

They mean that Mr. Hoge and Mr. Murphy 
have been arrested for criminal conspiracy in 
connection with the circular, and I think we 
can prove that the circular came from them. 

No more arrests will be made in this city it 
is said, but it is hinted that several strikers in 
other places pu be behind the bars before 
long.

The cause of their 
action was the dismissal of two crews of three 


men each, by Supt. Fish. The switch en 
gines were run into the round house 
and the men gathered in knots to discuss the 
situation. So quietly was the thing managed 
that at noon but few persons at the Union. De- 
pet knew that anything of the kind had 
happened. A switchman was asked 
by the POST-DISPATCH correspondent why 
the men struck, We struck for good 
reasons and only after careful consideration’’ 
wasthereply. ‘‘Mr. Fish promised to retain 
allthe switchmen in the employ ofthe road 
until tne Burlington engineers’ strike 
was declared off or settled. He has dropped 
three of our men, and we will not stand 
it. We stuck to the road when it Reeded help 
and now it has gone back on us.

Business in 
the yards is dull and the railroad company de- 
clares it will have no trouble in filling the 
places ofthe switchmen. There is no indica- 
tion that other employes of the Burlington 
will sympathize tothe extent of striking also.

They Hung Up the Bill. 


An unpleasantness which threatened to be- 
come a personal matter between Councilman 
Vogel and City Treasurer Espenschied has 
been avoided, and the parties concerned now 


refuse to discuss the subject.City Treasurer Es- 
penschied has been managing the finances with 
a short force and several weeks ago sought 
relief at the hands of the Municipal Assembly 
by introducing a billasking for the appoint- 
ment of an additional deputy in his office.

The City Treasurer was not ready 
to concede this, hoiding that the position was 
one of at trust, and that the responsible 
officer should, 8 be left unham- 
pered in his selection. he Treasurer made 
some inquiries as to the Councilman’s candi- 
date and objected to his appointment 
mainly on account of his advanced 
age. He was reminded that the 
bill was in the hands of the committee, which 
could decide its fate. The bill was then ‘‘hun 

up,’’ and the prospect of getting the neede 

assistance became dimmer. Councilmen Com- 
fort and Vogel, who are Republicans, opposed 
the bill for the relief of a Democratic official. 
The former was in favor of cutting down the 
proposed salary from $2,000 to 31,500 per 
annum. The merits of the subpressed con- 
troversy became known in the Council and 
pressure was brought to bear on the commit- 
tee to “yo om the members to return the bill. 
It was ultimately returned without recom- 
mendation and passed by the Council. Prior to 
this little occurrence the Councilman and the 
Treasurer were unacquainted and even now 
they betray no signs of recognition. When 
they meetin the corridors at the City Hall 
they never speak as they pass by.

PROTECTION AND BOUNTIES. 

CANNON’S proposition to pay bounties to 
sugar planters in lieu of the benefits they 
receive from the tariff tax on sugar would 
have been an economical and commend- 
able one, if he could have guaranteed a 
reduction in the price of sugar corre- 
sponding to the size of the tax abolished, 
and if he could have shown any consti- 
tutional authority for the payment of 
such bounties. 

The $55,000,000 of tariff tax our people 
day on the sugar they consume is about 
four times the entire value of the sugar 
crop raised in this country under the pro- 
tection of that tax. If they could get rid 
of the tax by paying bounties equivalent 
to half the value of the home crop they 
would save not less than $45,000,000 a year 
on sugar; provided the price of sugar were 
thereby reduced by the amount of the 
tax. Butthere would be only competition 
with the beet sugar of Europe to prevent 
Spain from reimposing the tax abolished 
by us, and between Spanish taxation and 
trust manipulation itis probable that the 
repeal of our tariff tax on sugar would 
deprive our Government of a large reve- 
nue without saving sugar consumers a 
cent. 

The proposition to abolish this tax for 
the purpose of reducing our revenue and 
keeping up other tariff taxes just as oner- 
ous and more inexcusable, illustrates the 
kind of tariff juggling the Republican 
party is now attempting. The accompa- 
nying proposition to pay bountiesin lieu 
of tax protection, and asa cheaper form 
of protection, isafurther revelation of 
the false pretenses and swindling evasion 
on which the pleas for high protection 
rest. 

No matter how much cheaper direct 
bounties may be than tariff protection, 
we cannot make the exchange, because 
that would break down the whole system 
of Government aid to private enterprise. 
The Constitution stands in the way of 
such aid by direct bounties. Bounty pay- 
ments would have to be entered in books. 
Every industry, every private enterprise 
would demand a share of the boodle. But 
in the form of a tax laid for revenue, but 
yielding got revenue but protection to 
favored monopoly, the people can be 
robbed under the forms of law for private 
benefit without exposure of the process. 

On this ground and this alone Pig Iron 
KELLY brained CANNON with the Chicago 
platform, and rallied the Republicans to 
the support of the proposition that protec- 
tion is a good thing even when it makes 
our people pay $55,000,000 a year more for 
their sugar to protect a little sugar crop 
which is not worth $15,000,000.

A CLEARLY DEFINED ISSUE. 

The issue between the Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee and Recorder WILLiaMs, 
with regard to the use of the poll books, is 
clearly defined.

Tariff Reform Republicans. 


From the St. Paul Pioneer-Press. 

The Pieneer- Press will be found in the future, 
as in the past, in the frontrank of those who 
demand an earnest and honest effort to re- 
form the tariff. Upon that question it stands 
upon the historic ground of the Republican 
party. Anda reform ofthe tariff bya Con- 
gress elected on the Chicago platform is even 
more to be expected than was the refusal ofa 
Democratic Congress to advocate or even 
propose a change after it had been chosen on 
a platform of tariff for revenue only. The 
Pioneer-Press, therefore, reiterates to-day 
every word that it has said in the past in 
favor of tariff reform. It reiterates its 


adhesion to the protective Principle,

It willjoin hands with no man who 
makes indiscriminate assault upon a system 
that must be modified ouly slowly, in accord- 
ance with the condition of great national in- 
dustries. It will not give its assent to the 
statement that the tariff as itis should be per- 
mitted to remain a fixed law forever.

The seductive strains of the Pied Piper“ 
that long ago in legendary Hamelin lured the 
city’s children from their homes out to the 
mountain beyond, were not more enticing 
than the few hoarse tones piped in warning 
from the pilot house of the Grand Republic ere 
she slipped her moorings st the foot of 
Locust street this morning and drifted 
down the stream to Montesano. Perhaps the 
cheeks of the 2,000 youngsters who came troop-

THE HALIBUT FISHERIES. 


Eastern Companies Arrange to Get Fish 
0 From the Pacific Waters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcu. 

Boston, Mass., July 10.—David O. Robin - 
son, ex-Mayor of Gloucester, and Samuel G. 
Pool departed this morning for Seattle, W. 
T., to look over the situation there relating to 
the halibut fisheries, Capt. Solomon Jacobs 
has recently arrived home from that vicinity 
where he has been fishing. He gives the most 
glowing accounts of the possibilities of the 


Pacific fisheries. Capt. Jacobs has his two 
Gloucester clipper schooners, the Mollie 
Adams andthe Edward Webster, engaged in 
the North Pacific fisheries. He caught a —— 


of halibut and for an experiment shippe 
a refrigerator car load to New York and 
other points, where they sold readily 


being pronounced chunky fish and very fire 
meated. Theinshore waters of the Northern 
Pacific teem with this fish, and it is only a 
matter of two days’ fishing to load up the ves- 
sel, get into port, load right intoa car along 
side the pler and ship in all directions. The 
flerce storms and loss of life, so sada feature 
of New Enfgiand fisheries, are almost un- 
known there. In fact a towboat bas to be used 
frequently ip getting the vessels to and from 
the fishing grounds which are in shore. In- 
deed, Capt. Jacobs is thinking of putting an 


All these Pacific proceedings have been sharp- 
ly watched by the members of the halibut 
companies here. 

Year after year the catch of halibut has be- 
come smaller and smaller, and the vessels 
have been compelled to go further and further 
in search of them in dangerous seas. A trip of 
halibut caught 700 to 1, miles away from 

ort on the Atlantic cannot under the most 

avorable conditions reach this port inside of 
seven or eight days, and most frequently two 
weeks are consumed in getting it to market. 
Added to this is the time consumed in distri- 
buting to the consumer, and thus the fish is 
from three to seven weeks out 
of water. It is possible now 
to put fish into New York from Seattle! within 
aweek. The companies here have organized 
a completete system of distribution all over 
the United States and control this last branch 
of the business, and when this new field was 
opened it boded no good to them. When 
Capt. Jacobs was on his way home at Chicago 
and other points he made arrangements with 
various parties who promised to take all the 
fish he would send them. When he got to 
Gloucester it is said that he was approached 
by members of halibut companies looking to 
the same kind of an agreement by which they 
cvuld act in concert, and this trip to Seattle 
by two ofthe chief members of the Atlantic 
Co., who are the largest dealors in the world, 
is for the purpose of looking over tbe situa- 
tion and determining what steps, if any, are 
feasible in the pence. It is evident that 
when the Pacific halibut fisheries are well 
opened, the Atlantie branch of this fishery 
will be abandoned as unprofitabie.

STATE. BOARD OF HEALTH 


THE SEMI-ANNUAL SESSION AT THE La- 
CLEDE HOTEL THIS MORNING. 


Dr. Homan, Secretary of the Association, 
Submits His Report of the General 
Status of Health in the Statefor the Past 
Six Months and the Work of the Board— 
History of Small- Pox Outbreak in Adrian 
County—Messers. J. H. White of Denver, 
Worth County, and C. G. Loring of St. 
Louls Applicants for Docters’ Certifi- 
catos. 


The State Board of Health held the semi- an- 
nual session prescribed by law in roém No. 17 
of the Laclede Hotel to-day. The meeting was 
called to order at 11:30 o’clock by Dr. William 
Gentry of Sedalia, President of the board. 
There were present: Dr. George Homan of 
St. Louis, Secretary of the board; Dr. Albert 
Merrill of St. Louis, and Dr. G. A. Goben of 
Kirksville.. The first business ofthe meeting 
was the reading by Dr. Homan, the Secretary, 
of his sem!-annual report. The report was as 
follows: 

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 

Concerning the condition of public health 
inthis State since the last regular monte. 
and especially as regards dangerous epi- 
demical diseases, I herewith submit for your 
information additional correspondence re- 
lating to the outbreak of smallpox last winter 
in Schuyler and Adair Counties, the facts con- 
tained in which were mainly elicited through 
a request addressed to Dr. J. ° 
Jackson, Chief Surgeon of the Wa- 
bash Railway in this State, upon whose sug- 
gestion the railway officials in the territory af- 

oted took up the investigation as to the origin 
of the epidemic, tracing it as closely as was 
possible, the result being that the weight of 
evidence tends to 8 rt the view of the 
subject advanced by Dr. Goben during the 
existence of the outbreak, namely, that it 
was started by the contact of a susceptible in- 
dividual with an infected person while trav- 
eling on a railway car. 

The thanks of the board are due to the 
medical staff and other officials of the Wabash 
Road for tne interest in this matter mani- 
fested by them, efforts on my 122 by cor - 
respondence with physicians and other per- 
sons concerne 
ing been almost fruitless, so far as collecting 
data regarding the disease was concerned. 

During the opting months several centers of 
small-pox contagion were developed in this 
city, the number of casesoccurring last month 
and sent to the hospital being seventeen. 
The disease has been confined chiefly, if not 
entirely, to the colored population, and the 
probabilities are that other cases will occur, 
as itis known that a considerable dispersion 
from this city of infected individuals or those 
who had been exposed to the disease has 
taken place, the Mississippi River being the 
principal direction taken by them. A local- 
ized outbreak of small-pox occurred during 
the spring in the city of Moberly in Randolpu 
County this State. 

Dr. J. Grindon, who ig in charge of the hos- 
pital where the sick are confined, gives the 
following account of the epidemic under date 


ot the 19th ult: 


Early in March there came to this town di- 
rect from Switzerland a poor emigrant named 
Julius Joray who hada little girl who, within 
five weeks after his arrival, fell sick with the 
small-pox. This was theffirst disease occur- 
ing within the town for several years. No phy- 

Clans were called and the case was kept 

idden. Not so closely, however, but that a 
number of persons were admitted for various 
reasons to the house, nineof whom received 
the contagion atfirst hand. From these nine 
a third generation appeared as follows: two 
cases gave rise to one other apiece; one, to 
two cases; one, to three more; one, to four 
more. and one to seven more, There was, be- 
sides, a case of unknown origin, which left a 
solitary descendant. 

Energetic and timely measures jugulated ail 


these foc! of infection, but one case belonging 


tothe third generation which was success- 


fully kept hidden, until it (the only case to 


continue the history of the epi- 


demic) 


charge of the hospital, when they were quar- 
antined. Since then no new sources of on- 
tagion have been active in the community. 
There have, however, developed nine cases, 


constituting the fifth and last generation, from 


the hve secreted cases mentioned above, 


There are no cases here now beyond those 


in the hospital as follows:

The suggested view of the importation of 
the disease from abroad would appear to be 
scarcely tenable when the fact of the delay in 
the development of the disease after the 
arrival of the immigrants is considered. A 
more reasonable supposition to me would be 
to regard this outbreak as a direct sequel to 
the Greentop epidemic, Moberly being in 
close and direct communication * rall with 
that locality, and being in fact the local center 
in that part ot the State for the Wabash Rail- 
way. 

Reports received since the last meeting 
frum the health authorities of Minnesota, Ilii- 
nols, Kansas, Tennessee, Pennsylvania, 
Maine and Quebec, Canada, show the exist- 
ence of more or less numerous cases of small- 
pox in these several States, and suggesting 
the probability that the disease will assume a 
etill wider sway the coming winter. 

In this connection I desire to mention that 
last month I addressed the inquiries to the 
clerk of every County in this State, asking to 
be informed whether there were county boards 
of health in existence, and if so when they 
were formed, and under what law, whether 
there were health officers of counties,thecom- 
pensation provided, and whether there were 
any town or city boards; also the sentiment 
1 such organization and officials, etc. 

have received replies from more than one- 
hulf of the counties, and from this informa- 
tion it does not apppear that there is a County 
Board of Health in existence and in only about 
two is there a health officer, who in fact seems 
to be simply county physician charged with 
the medical care of the indigent poor and 
peepee and not in a real sense a public 
ealth official. Moreover, it would appear 


that there are scarcely more than a 
dozen local health or izations in 
existence in this State, Including 


those of the largest cities, and it is to be 
feared thattbe existence of some of these is 
more nominal than real with powers and du- 
ties uncertain and {ll defined. I submit the 
facts collected regarding this matter for your 
information without comment other than it is 
to be hoped that there is no other State of the 
Union of nearly equal size, population and 
material resources that can exhibit such a 
condition of affairs. ' 

In order thatthis condition may be reme- 
died, so far as proposed legislation may ac 
complish it, Isubmit herewith draft of a bill 
to thisend, so that, with your approval, it 
may be placed atthe disposal of the Legislat - 
ure next winter. 

Copies have been furnished to the Special 
Committee on Sanitary Legislation appointed 
by the State Medical Association in April, and 
bP whose members the proposed law is fa- 
vored, as 1 understand. 

In regard tothe registration of physicians 
and the operation of the medical practice act 
during the six months ended the 2d inst., I 
have to report that a total of 209 graduated 
physicians have received license to practice, 
and two licenses were granted to non-gradu- 
ates who were Nera yréason of the five- 

ears’ clause, whose application remained un- 


onored by the former board. 
A total o — — . applications for regis- 
tration by physicians were declined, in a 


number of instances for the reason that the 
credentials upon which the claim was based 
were found upon investigation to be fraudu- 


nt. 

Nineteen midwives received license to pur- 
gue their calling and three were refused by 
reason of lack of educational qualifications.

What Will Be Done—Relations With Other 


Labor Organizations to Be Established. 

Delegates to the Iron Molders’ Convention 
are coming into the city in large numbers, 
probably fifty having already arrived, and by 
to-morrew morning all will have assembled. 


The convention will be held at the La- 


clede, will not adjourn till Friday, 
and may continue longer. Martin 


Finan, of Troy, N. Y., in conversation with 
a Post-DispaTou reporter, said: Our organi- 
gation is entirely non-political and has no 
connection with any other labor organization 
in the country. Uniike the Brotherhood . 
motive Engineers, we have no rule preventing 
our members from associating themselves with 
other labor societies, but as an order we 
stand on our own feet, and are not 
obliged to regulate our conduct in relation to 
any laws not of our own making. Very many, 
possibly a majority, of those enrolled in our 
society belong also to the Knights of Labor, 
but they belong to that organization on their 
own responsibility,as they might be Masons or 


members of the Society of Cbrietian En- 
deavor, that is, entirely irrespective 
of their membership in our order. 


As to what the coming convention will do I 
cannot say. As before remarked, we are not 
a political society, but, of course, all matters 
pertaining to the interests of iron molders are 
a proper subject for discussion and it is by no 
means impossible that the attitude of the two 
—.— parties, as regards the tariff, may be 
rought up in one shape or another.’ 

A delegate from Pennsylvania said in the 
course of conversation: ‘‘The tariff question 
will undoubtedly come up, but a far more im- 
portant fatter will occupy the attention of 
the convention, or at least of one its most im- 
portant committees, and that is the relation 
which our society is in future to occupy in re- 


spect to other labor organizations, 
notably to the Knights of Labor. 
For several years past there has 


been a strong movement to unite all labor or- 


ganizations, at least all that have any possible 
connection with each other, in one great con- 


federation. Hitherto this has met with but 
poor success, as some societies, and these 
among the strongest, have preferred to act 
alone and have nothing to do with 
any of the others. The example of the 
locomotive engineers, who held themselves 
and absolutely aloof from all, other 
8, had a great influence in promoting 
this feeling, but their recept failure to obtain 
their rights will have a directly opposite ef- 
In the Burlington strike it was plainly 
shown that an isolated organization, no mat- 
ter how strong, entered into a contest witha 
reat corporation on most disadvantageous 
erms,that without co-operation it was nearly 
certain to fall. It was the machinists who 
beat the engineers in the Burlington strike, 
as these men understand a locomotive thor- 
oughly, and could easily run one. If they had 
been united with the engineers the company 
would have been obliged tosuccump. The 
workingmen have been considering seriously 
the position of affairs, the engineers 
have given up their policy of isola- 
tion, and if not mistaken 
aunion of all kindred societies will soon be 
formed, which will actin unison. I don’t look 
for any very sensational developments from 
the coming convention, but the work will be 
commenced and other meetings will follow 
our lead until all workmen, all skilled work- 
men certainly, will be united into one harmo- 
nious and powerful organization.’’

From a Steamship. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTon. 

New TO, July 10.—This is a tale of a bottle 
that was cast overboard from an ocean steam- 
ship upon the waste of waters, and which 
bobbed and bobbed on the salt sea waves until 
it glided into aharbor of sunny Spain, and 
was calmly floating inland when it was res- 


* cued by a native of thatcountry. This bottle 


was notthrown overboard because its con- 
tents having been absorbed it was of no fur- 


ther use; it was dropped upon a billow witha 
— — by George G. Dewitt of this city, as 

o leaned over the rail of the steamship Celtic 
on June 80, 1886, when the steamship was in 
Jatitude 4 deg. 31 min. north, and longitude 
80 deg. 45 min. west. Before the bottle was 
cast upon the waters Mr. Dewitt placed inside 
of it the following statement: 

R. M. 8. Celtic, dune 30, 1886.—The bottle 18 
empty and if we cast it on the waters it will return 
to us after many days. If this is found please send to 
George Dewitt, 889 Wassau street, New York, and 
let me know where it was found. I waut to know 
for scientific purposes. This was thrown overboard 
from the steamer Celtic June 30, 1886. 

Capt. Ben Gleddle saw the bottle consigned 
to the wavesfand waved an adicuito it as it dis- 
8 beneath an emeraldj crested billow. 
The Celtic finiahed her voyuge. She turned 
about and crossed the Atlantic again. There 
was no news of the longidistance swimmer. Its 
friends began to despair and finally concluded 
that the bottle had been mistaken by a hun- 
gry shark for something peculiarly appetiz- 

ng. But the bottle was all right. It kept its 
mouth shut and bobbed ahead in a modest, 
but get there, style.

WAR ’MONG BALL MEN. 


PRESIDENT VON DER AHE ENTERS SOME 
BOLD CHARGES AGAINST MBE. BYRNE. 


He Accuses Him of Spoiling O'Neill, of Using 
Ferguson Against St. Louis and of De- 
moralizing Base Ball in General— 
Byrne’s Telegrams in re O’Nelll—The 
Brooklyn Man’s Denial—Sporting Mat- 
ters—Base Ball Gossip. 


Everybody knows that Mr. James O’Neill, 
the big left-ficelder of the St. Louis base ball 
club, is playing a very bad game of Dall. 
Everybody has remarked it, commented upon 
it and criticised it, and things have begun to 
look extremely blue for the once star batter of 
the American Association. It would not 
amount to so much if the errors he has made 
recently—very fatal errors, too—were through 
no fault of his, but the idea that they have 
been and are ingentional on his part seems to 
have secured a fixed hold on the public, and 
he is accordingly blamed. 

But the trouble does not end here. The 
whole atmosphere about Sportsman’s Park 
seems to be in a perturbed condition. A spell 
of some sort seems to have settled on the 
whole St. Louis Club and even the boss 
President’’ himself is wrought up to a condi- 
tion of mind little short of frenzy. 

MR. VON DER AE 
lays the whole blame atthe door of President 
C. H. Byrne of the Brooklyn Club. He openly 
charges the Brooklyn man with a ‘‘tamper- 
ing!“ of the fielder. ‘‘Tampering’’ is 
base bail parlance to convey the idea 
of insinuating dissatisfaction into the mind 
of an otherwise contented: player which finds 
its first expression in the bad quality of the 
base ball he thereafter plays for the club with 
which he is under contract. Mr. Von der Ahe 
does not stop here. He not only charges Mr. 
Byrne with deliberately attempting to make 
O’Neill play bad ball by smooth offers 
but with inducing Mr. Bushong, the 
catcher, to write to O’Neill and to use his 
personal influence with the fielder in order to 
wean him frofh St. Louis to Brooklyn; with at- 
tempting to demoralize base ball by under- 
gzound methods, such as those which proved 
its absolute ruin in the days of old and turned 
ball players and ball managers into a set of 
dishonest tricksters with no object in view
